es the last day on which this action 
could be taken. 
Walsh was turned 
over to Marshal Hoy in t h e %court- 
room and walked out a crushed and 
dejected man. 
The courtroom was crowded with 
W alsh's friends and the commitment 
of the aged banker created a sensa-i 
tb isjtio n . 
Walsh said nothing when h is' 
fate was announced but he looked 
haggard and worn and bore all the 
appearances of a man who is rapid­ 
ly approaching the end of his re­ 
source*.
